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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant adds additional arguments rebutting 
the Examiner's arguments of record in the final rejection. Applicant asserts on page 5, the second paragraph that other network elements 
are involved so the paths are different. However, the Examiner points out that both the first and last network element of the path must be 
the same, and thus will be configured a first time and a second time. Additionally, applicant asserts that the rejection involving Dang is 
improper because how the connection requests are processed in each network node is not taught by Dang is not persuasive because the 
request for a configuration of the network is fufilled in two steps as the claim requires, specifically for at least the head and tail nodes of 
the path, as they will both be configured twice by the single configuration request that begins the method of Dang.. 
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
